TELEGRAPHIC despatches bring the information that President v. 8. Grant | 
has been re-elected to fill the Executive chair of the United States for four 
years longer. In connection with the receipt of this information springs up 
the thought, ‘‘ What will be his policy towards Utah during the vil ane 
term 7 We will set out with the hope that it may. be a more N one 
than he has manifested during his past administration. i 

Truly the past has not flattering record. His course: ‘Utah. 
been the very opposite to what the fostering care of the Chief ‘Executive of a2 
popular form of government ‘should be to all those under ‘his jurisdiction, for 
he has appointed men the most intolerant to offloe in that Territory. Ad 
when his own appointments have, as in some few. cases, resulted in installin 
men who were not sufficiently despotic, he has invariably, removed them, and 
has filled their places by appointing others more suited to execute unconsti- 
tutional, oppressive measures to bring’ into abject submission the people who 
were the first to develop the vast resources of the Great American Desert.“ 

The evidence of this oourse is to-day apparent in Utah. The Governor, the 
Secretary, the three Federal Judges, the Assessor. of 
Collector of Internal Revenue, and the Registrar of the.. United. States, Land 
Offioe are the most prominent among those appointed to, official position in 
Utah by the President. ‘And these are the most prominent in an organized 
ring“ opposed to the prevalence of ‘Territorial and 
law. 

During the past years of. Grant’s 
the Territorial Legislative Assembly, and forming the law of the Territory 
under the approval of Congréss, have been subverted by this ring,” causing ’ 
in many instances criminals to be turned loose ‘upon ‘the community, and the 
lawless to go unwhipt of justice.” To aid in this nefarious, work the Pro- 
bate Oourta, among the principal legal safeguards of the people, haye been 
obstructed in the administration of the lar. This obstruction continues, as 
will be seen by referring to an article published: in er number ‘of the: a 
under the caption “‘A Gurt in Trouble. 

Not only hag the cousse of law been obstructed in we oburts, ‘bat 
less, ever ready to take advantage of every opportunity, and to turn to their 
ownaceount every encouragement, have been emboldened by this “ying” and 
its partizans, and when liquor saloons; gambling ‘houses and 
been suppressed by the corporate authorities of Salt Lake Oity, their keepers 
bave * with, and in some cases” encouraged to resist’ pio 
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officers who were: exe teduting ‘th heir sworn duty in destroying n dens of 
infamy. And so reckless have some become, that we find ons of the present 

United States J udges ‘fin and for the Teyitory of Utah,” proclaiming his own 
lawlensness in the most rowdy manner ina public meeting, as will be seen by 
referénoe to att-artiole in this issue’ headed“ Judge Striekland's Threat.“ 

Such is the present appearance of the  apirit and intention” of some of the 
United States officers appointed by President Grant. There are other organ- 
ized Territories beside Utah, but nowhese-does the one exist which has borne 
the oppression of that anti-republican.spirit. which has been unceasingly 
manifested hy the officers appointed by. President Grant the 
governmental affairs of Utah. , 

‘What has President Grant against ‘the people of Utah? Why should Se 
persist in the cruelly unjust and unconstitutional 3 by his ap- 
pointed officers in Utah? 

We khow of ho answer to Wess Gs didi other than that the great majority 
of the people of Utah are members of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. Yes, herein lies the head and front of our offending.” But 
this.does not justify President, Grant in using his great power to oppress a part 
of the people of the United States: Constitutionally he has no more right to 
interfere with the religion’ of the ‘Latter-day Saints than he has to interfere 
with the religion’ of the Episcopalian, Roman Catholic, Presbyterian or with 
that of the devotes of any other form of faith. The very first amendment to 
the Coxatitution. of the United States has these words: —“ Congress shall 
make nd law.respecting an establishment of religion, or h prohibiting the free 
exercise 'thereof.” Congress being denied this right,
